reports of patients received at the 
hospital, and report also all moneys 
collected.

The. report <>t' w hatever needs men 
the treasurer at the annual meeting 
was received with much gratification 
by the trustees. 
Hie hospital has 
been open to the public just a little 
less than a vear, and yet it has been 
practically self-sustaining. 
The year

balance in the treasury of about forty 
dollars. 
A number of patients were 
received and cared for during the 
year who were unable to pay for the 
services rendered.

The temper- 
atutre was not b ad. 
The nex t day it 
appeared that we had started too ear­ 
ly. as the temperature of the following 
ne 11th of April estab lishing three 
days fell and was kept steady b etween 
1 spots, which in all contained 
a quan- j 
ty of provisions of ab out 3,000 kilos, 
ne. thousand, six hundred kilos, in- ' 
uding 1,100 kilos of seal meat, were j 
ached in 80 degrees, 700 kilos in 81 , 
Agrees, and 800 kilos in 82 degrees 
south latitude. 
As no landmarks were to b e seen. 
iese depots were marked with flags, : 
sven kilometers on each side in the 
asterly and westerly directions. 
The ground 
and the state of the 
arrier were of the b est, and specially 
ell adapted to driving wilh dogs. On 
eb . 15 we had thus 
traveled ab out 


10 kilometers. 
The weight of the 
¡edges was 300 kilos, and the numb er 
f dogs was six for each sledge. 
The 
irface of the b arrier was smooth 
nd fine. 
The crevices were very lo- 
al and were found dangerous in only 
wo places: for the rest long, smooth 
adulations. 


—50 and —60 Celsius (58 degrees and 
76 degrees b elow zero fahrenheit). 
Personally we did not suffer at all 
from this cold. 
Our good furs pro­ 
tected us. 
But with our dogs it was a 
different matter. 
It could easily b e 
. seen that they shrunk from day to 
! day, and we understood pretty soon 
| that they could not stand the long 
j run to our depot at 80 degrees south. 
; We agreed on returning* and to wait 
.for the arrival of spring. 
The provi­ 
sions were cached, and off wre went for 
the hut. 
With the ex ception of the 
loss of a few dogs and a 
couple 
of 
j frozen heels, everything was all right. 
! In the middle of Octob er spring came 
in earnest. 
Seals and b irds appeared 
I The tem perature was steady 
b etween 
j 20 and 30 Celsius (68 and 86 degrees 
fahrenheit). 
The original 
plan that 
all of us 
should 
go toward the south had b een 
changed. 
Five men had to do this 
The w eather was ex cellent, calm or 
work, while the others were to start 
light b reeze. 
The lowest tempera- 
ure on these depot tripe was minus 
5 centigrade (49 degrees b elow' zero, 
ihrenheit). 
On the 4th of March, on 
ur return from the first trip b egin- 
ing on the 15th of Feb ruary, we found 
ut that the F ram had alreaday left 
s. 
With pride and delight we heard 
hat her sm art captain had succeeded 
n sailing her furthest south and there 
d a tin g the colors of his country—a 
lorious moment for him and his com- 
ades. 
The furthest north and the 
urthest south! 
Good old Fram ! The 
dghest south latitude attained was 78 
agrees 41 minutes. 
W inter on the Ice Barrier. 


Before the arrival of w inter we had 
.000 kilos of seal meat in the depots, 
nough for ourselves and 110 dogs. 
Jtght doghouses, a comb ination of 
ents and snow huts, were b uilt. 
Having cared for the doge, the turn 
ame to use our solid little hut. 
It 
as almost entirely covered with snow 
/ the middle of April. 
First we had 
o get light and air. 
The lux lamp, * 
hich had a power of 200 standard 
andles, zavo us a b rilliant light and 
ept the tem perature up to 20 degrees 
elsius (68 deg. fahrenheit) through­ 
out the winter, and our ex cellent ven- 
Uation system gave us all the air we 
vanted. 
In direct communication with the 
mt and dug-out on the b arrier were- 
ihops, packing rooms, cellars for pro 
rlsions. coal, wrood and oil, a plain 
salh, a steam b ath, and ob servatories, 
flics we had everything within doors 
f the w eather should b e too cold and 
itormy. 
The sun left us on the 22nd of April 
uid did not return until four months 
a ’er. The w inter was spent in chang- 
n i our w'hole outfit, which on the de- 
x >: trips waa found to b e too clumsy 
md solid for the smooth surface of 
he b arrier. 
Besides this, as much 
scientific work as possib le was done, 
uni some astonishing meteorological 
>b s rvations w'ere taken. 


Open W ater Ail Winter. 


There was very little snow. 
There 
was open w ater close b y throughout 
:he winter. 
For the sam e reason 
sigher tem perature had b een ex pect­ 
ed. b ut it remained very low. 
In five months there w'ere ob served 
emperatures 
b etween —50 and —60 
leg t ees Celsius (58 and 76 degrees b e- 
ow zero fahrenheit), the lowrest tem- 
>erature, on the 13th of August, b eing 
—59 degrees Celsius. 
It was then 
ialm. 
On the 1st of August the tem- 
>0iature was —58 degrees Celsius, and 
here were six m eters of wind. 
The 
nean tem perature for the year was 
—26 Celsius (14.8 b elow zero fahren- 
leit). 
I had ex pected hurricane after hur- 
•icane, b ut 1 ob served only two mod- 
irate storms and many ex cellent au- 
•oras-aust rails in all directions. 
The sanitary conditions were of the 
>est all the winter, and when the sun 
•eturned on the 24th of August he met 
he men sound in mind and b ody and 
•ea dy to set ab out the task that had 
o b e solved 
Alrea dy , the day b efore, we ha d 
>ix >ug ht out sledges to 
the sta rting 
>la o e fo r o ur ma rch to wa rd the so uth. 


for the east and visit King Edward 
VII. land. 
This last mentioned trip 
was not included in our program, b ut, 
owing to the fact that the English had 
not reached it, at least this summer, 
as was their intention, we agreed that 
the b est thing to do was also to make 
this trip. 
On Oct. 20 the southern 
party started—five men, four sledges, 
fifty-two dogs, and provisions for four 
m onths; everything in ex cellent order. 


The Journey to the Pole. 


We had made up our minds to take 
the first part of the trip as easily as 
possib le, in order to give ourselves and 
the dogs a rational training, and on 
the 23d we made our depot in 80 de­ 
grees south. 
We went right ahead. 
In spite of the dense fog an error of 
two or three kilometers happened once 
in a while, b ut w'e were caught b y the 
flagmarks, and found these on our 
way without difficulty. 
Having rested and fed the dogs on 
all the seal meat they were ab le to 
eat, we started again on the 26th, with 
the tem perature steadily b etween —20 
and — 30 Celsius (14 and 22 degree's 
b elow' zero fahrenheit). 
From the 
start it was the intention not to drive 
more than thirty kilometers a day, b ut 
it appeared that this was too little for 
our Htrong, willing animals. 
At 80 
degrees south we b egan to b uild snow 
cairns of a m an’s height, in order to 
have m arks on our return trip. 
On I 
the 31st w'e reached the depot at 81! 
degrees, and stopped there one day 
and fed the dogs on as much pemmi- 
can as they wanted. 
We reached the depot at 82 degrees 
on the 5th of Novemb er, where the 
dogs for the last time got all they 
wanted to eat. 
On the 8th southward 
again, with a daily march of fifty kilo­ 
meters. 
In order to lighten our heavy sledges 
we estab lished depots at each degree 
of latitude. 
Like a Pleasure Trip. 
The trip from 82 degrees to 83 de­ 
grees b ecame a pleasure trip, ex cel­ 
lent ground, fine sledging and an even 
tem perature. 
Everything went like a 
dance. 
On the 9 th we sighted South Vic­ 
toria Hand and the continuation of the 
mountain 
range 
which 
Sir 
Ernest 
Shackleton mentioned in his chart as 
running toward the southeast from the 
Beardm ore glacier, and on the same 
day we reached 83 degreees and es­ 
tab lished here depot No. 4. 
On the 
11th we made the interesting discov-J 
ery that the Ross b arrier terminated 
in a b ight toward the southeast at 86 
degrees south iaitude and 163 degrees 
west longitude, formed b etween the 
southeast 
mountain 
range 
running 
from South Victoria Land and a range 
on the opposite side running in a 
■outhwesterly direction, 
prob ab ly 
a 
continuation of King Edward VII. land 
On the 13th wre reached 84 degrees, 
where we estab lished a depot; on the 
16th we were at 85 degrees, where, 
also, we made a depot. 
From our winter q uarters, “Fram 
heim,” 78 degrees 38 minutes, south 
latitude, we had b een marching due 
south. 
On the 17th of No v ember, at 
8 5 decrees, we a rriv ed a t a place 
•vh, „ the la nd a a d ba rrier were o o n* 


nected. 
This was done without any 
great difficulty. The b arrier here rose 
in undulations to ab out 300 feet. Some 
few b ig crevices indirated the limited 
b oundary. 
Here we made our head 
depot, taking provisions for six ty days 
on sledges, and leaving thirty days’ 
provisions <m the spot. 


A Difficult Climb . 


The land under which we lay ana 
which we now had to attack looked 
q uite imposing. 
The nearest summits 
along the b arrier had a height from 
2.000 to 10,000 feet, b ut several others 
further south were 15,000 feet or more 
T he nex t day w'e b egan the climb . 
The first part of it was an easy task, 
light stops and well-filled mountain 
sides. 
It did not take a long time, for 
our willing dogs worked their way up. 
F urther up we met with some small 
b ut very steep glaciers. 
Here we had 
to harness twenty dogs to each sledge 
and take the four sledges in twro turns,' 
In some places it was so steep that it 
was difficult enough to use our skis. 
Some b ig crevices forced us from 
time to time to make detours. 
The 
first day we climb ed 2,000 feet, the 
nex t day mostly up some small gla 
ciers. camping at a height of 4,500 
j feet.. 
The third day we were ob liged 
| to go down on a mighty glacier, “Ax el 
: Heib erg's glacier,” which divided the 
I coast mountains and the mountains 
! further south. 
The nex t dav b egan the longest part 
of our climb . 
Many detours had to b e 
j made in order to avoid b road cracks 
and open crevices. 
These were ai>- 
parentl.v mostly filled up, as the gla­ 
ciers In all prob ab ility had long ago 
stopped moving, b ut we had to b e very 
careful, 
never knowing 
for certain 
how thick the layer that covered them. 
Our camp that night lay in very pic­ 
turesq ue surroundings at a height of 
5.000 feet. 
The glacier here was nar 
row'ed in b etween the two 15.000-feet 
high mountains, the “Fridtjof Nansen” 
and the “Don Pedro Ohristopherson.” 
From the b ottom of the glacier rose 
Mount “Ole Englestad,” a b ig snow 
! cone 13,500 feet high. 


Day’s Splendid Work. 


1 
The glacier was very much 
b roken 
in this comparatively narrow 
pass. The 
mighty crevices seemed to 
stop 
us 
from going further, b ut it was not so 
I serious as 
it appeared. 
Our dogs, 
1 which up to this time had covered a 
I distance of ab out 700 kilometers, the 
last day’s very hard work, ran this day 
1 35 kilometers, the ascent b eing 5,000 
| feet, an almost incredib le record. 
It 
i took us only four days from the b ar-, 
rier to get up on the vast inland pla-! 
teau. 
I 
We camped that night at a height of 
10,600 feet. 
Mere we had to kill twen­ 
ty-four of our b rave companions and 
keep eighteen, six for each of outv 
three sledges. 
We stopped here four 
days 
on 
account 
of 
b ad 
weather j 
Tired of this, we set out on the 28th 
of Novemb er. 
In a furious b lizzard i 
and in a dense snowdrift, ab solutely j 
nothing was to b e seen, b ut we felt ; 
that, contrary to ex pectations, we w ere( 
going fast down hill. 
The hypsome- 
ter gave us that day a descent of 6(H) 
feet. 
We continued our march the nex t 
day in a gale, and a dense snowdrift 
got our faces b adly frozen. 
We could 
see nothing. 
We reached that day 86 
degrees, dead reckoning. The hypsom-j 
eter indicated a fall of 800 feet. 
The 
nex t day was similar. 
The weather 
cleared a little at dinner time and ex ­ 
posed to our view' a mighty mountain 
range to the east and not far off—-only j 
for a m om ent—and then it. disappeared 
in the dense snow'd rift. 
On the 29 th it calmed down and the 
sun shone, though it was not the only 
pleasant surprise he gave. 
In our 
course stretched a b ig glacier running 
toward the south. 
At its eastern end 
was the mountain range going in a 
southeasterly direction. 
Of the west­ 
ern part of it no view was to b e had,1 
it b eing hidden in the dense fog. 
At 
the foot of this glacier, the “Devil’s 
glacier.” a depot for six days was es-J 
tab lished, at 86.21 degrees south lati­ 
tude. 
The hypsom eter indicated 8,000 
feet ab ove sea level. 


A Splendid Mountain View. 


On Nov. 30 we b egan to climb the 
glacier. 
The lower part of it was very j 
b roken and dangerous. 
Moreover, the 
snow b ridges very often b urst. 
From 1 
our cam p that night we had a splendid 
view over the mountain to the east, j 
There was “ Helmer H ansen” summit, I 
the m ost remarkab le of them all. 
It 
was 12,000 feet high and covered with 
such b roken glacier« that in all prob ­ 
ab ility no foothold was to b e found. 
“Oscar W istlngs,” “Sverre Hasse!s,” j 
and “Olav HJanlands” mountains also 
lay there, b eautifully illuminated in 
the rays of the b right sun. 
In the dis­ 
tance and only alternately to b e view­ 
ed in the fog appeared from time to 
time “ Mount Neilsen,” with its sum­ 
mits and peaks ab out 15,000 feet high. 


Only Saw Nearest Surroundings. 
It took us three days to surmount 
the 
Devil’s 
glacier, 
always 
misty. 
On the 1st of Decemb er we left this 
b roken glacier, with holes and erev-; 
ices without numb er, w'ith its height 
of 9 ,100 feet. 
Before us, looking, in 
the mist and snowdrift, like a frozen 
sea, apj>eared a light, sloping ice pla 
teau, filled with small hummocks. The 
walk over this frozen sea was not 
pleasant. 
The ground under us was 
q uite hollow, and it sounded as though 
we were walking on the b ottom* of 
empty b arrels. 
As it was, a man fell 
thro ug h, then a couple of dogs. 
We 
co uld no t use our skis on this polished 
ice. 
Sledges had the b est of ii 
The pla ce got the nam e “The Dev­ 
il’s Dancing Room.” 
This part of 
o ur 
ma rch wa s the mo st unplea sa nt. 
On 
Dec. 6 we got o ur g rea test heig ht, a c­ 
co rding to the hy pso meter a nd a nero id. 
10,750 feet, a t 8 7 deg rees 40 minutes 


south. 
On Dec. 8 we came out of the 
b ad weather. 
Once again the sun 
smiled down on us. 
Once again 
could get an ob servation. 
Dead reck- 
oing 
and 
ob servation 
were ex actly 
alike— 88 degrees 88 minutes 16 6 sec­ 
onds south. 
Before us 
lay an ab solute­ 
ly plain plateau, only here and there 
m arked with tiny sastrugi. 
In the afternoon we passed 88 dq* 
grees 23 m inutes (Shackleton’s furth­ 
est south was SS degrees 25 minutes). 
We camped and estab lished our last 
depot. Depot No, 10. 
From 88 degrees 
25 minutes the plateali b egan to slope 
down 
very 
gently 
and 
smoothly 
toward the other side. 
On Dec. 9 we 
reached 88 degrees 39 minutes; on 
Dec. 10, 88 degrees 56 minutes; Dec. 
11, 89 degrees 15 m inutes; Dec. 12, 
89 degrees 30 minutes; 
Dec. 13, 89 
degrees 45 minutes. 
Up to this time 
the ob servations and dead reckoning 
agreed remarkab ly well and we made 
out that we ought to b e 
at the pole 
on Dec. 14, in the afternoon. 
The Pole Attained. 
That da> 
was a b eautiful one— n 
light b reeze from the southeast; U*o 
temperature —23 Celsius (9 .1 degrees 
b elow zero fahrenheit!, and the ground 
and sledging were perfect. 
The day 
went along as usual, and at 
3 p. m we 
made a halt. 
According to our reckoning we ha ’ 
reached our destination. 
Ail of us 
gathered around the colors —a b eauti­ 
ful silk flag 
all hands taking hold of 
it and planting it. 
The vast plateau on which the pole 
Is standing got the name of the “King 
Haàkon VTT. Plateau.” 
It is a vast 
plain alike in all direetions. 
Mile after 
mile 
during 
the 
night 
w’e 
circled 
arouud the camp. 
In the fine weather we spent the (tal­ 
lowing day taking a series of ob serva­ 
tions from S a in. to 6 p. m. 
The re­ 
sult gave us 89 degrees 55 minutes. 
In order to ob serve the pole as close 
as possib le we traveled, as near south 
as possib le, the remaining nine kilo­ 
meter:-» . 
On Dec. 16 there we camped 
It 
was 
an 
ex cellent 
opportunity. 
There was a b rilliant atm. 
Four of 
us took ob servations every hour of tb c 
Jay’s twenty hours. 
The ex act result 
will b e the matter of a professional 
private report. 
This much is certain—-that 
we ob ­ 
served the pole as close as il is 
in 
human power to do it with the institi 
ments we had—a sex tant and an arti­ 
ficial horizon. 
On Dec. 17 everything was in order 
on the spot. 
We fastened to the ^ 
ground a little tent we had b rought j 
along, a Norwegian flag, and the Fram 
pennant on the top of it. 
The Nor we-1 
gia home at the south pole was called , 
“Polheira.” 
The distance from our; 
w inter q uarters to the pole was ab out I 
1,400 kilometers. 
The average march j 
a day was twenty-five kilometers. 
The Return Journey. 
We started oil the return trip on the 
17th of Decemb er. 
Unusually favora­ 
b le w eather made our way home con­ 
siderab ly easier than the journey to 
the pole. 
We arrived at our winter 
q uarters, “Fram heim ,” on the 25th of 
January, 19 12, with two sledges and 
eleven dogs, all well. 
The daily average speed on the re­ 
turn trip wras 36 kilometers; the low­ 
est tem perature was —3- Celsius (23.8 
degrees b elow zero fahrenheit). the 
highest, —5 celsiu* (23 degrees ab ove 
zero fahrenheit). 
Among the restilis are the determi­ 
nation of the ex tent and character of 
the Ross harrier, and the discovery of 
the connection of South Victoria land 
and prob ab ly King Edward VII. land, 
w'ith their continuation in the mighty 
mountains running toward the south­ 
east, which were ob served as far as 
88 degrees south, b ut which in all 
prob ab ility continue across the Ant­ 
arctic continent. 
The entire length 
of the newly discovered mountains is 
ab out 
850 kilometers. 
They have 
b een named “Queen Maud's range ” 
Survey of Great Interest. 
The ex pedition to King Edward VII 
land under the command of Lieutenant 
Prestud, has given ex cellent results 
Scott’s discoveries have b een confirm­ 
ed and the survey of the b ay of 
Whales and of the Barrier Dome b y 
the Prestud party are of great inter­ 
est. 
A good geological collection from 
King Edward VII. and South Victoria 
land is b eing b rought home. 
The Fram arrived 
at the hay of 
W hales on Jan. 9 . She had b een de- 
ioyed b y the “Roaring F orties” on ac­ 
count of the easterly winds. 
On Jan. 
16 the Japanese ex pedition arrived at 
the b ay of Whales and landed on the 
b arrier near our winter q uarters.

lar interest might be g re a tly excited to 
secure a favorable jud g m e n t. 
By this

Could a sys 
tem be devised better a d a pte d to d** 
prive the Judiciary of tha t independ­ 
ence w ithout w hich the liberty and 
o the r rights of the individual cannot 
be m aintained against the governm ent 
an d the majorityV 
B ut it is said w e m ay have corrupt 
judges. 
How are we going to get rid 
of them ? 
They can be im peached un ­ 
der our present system . 
But tha t is

to be too cum bersom e. 
Well, 
am en d the procedure o f im peachm ent. 
C reate a tribunal for rem oval of judge* 
for cause. 
Give them an opportunity 
to be heard, and by a n im partial tri­ 
bunal, but do not c re a te a system by 
which, in the beat o f disappointm ent 
over a lost cause, the d efeated liti­ 
g an ts are to decide w ithout furtbei 
hearing or know ledge 
w hether 
the

continue in office. 
It would be hard 
to devise a more un just and ineffective 
m ethod of purifying the judiciary or 
one less likely to prom ote courage of 
honest conviction. 


Recall o f Decisio ns. 
Lot 
us exam ine the other method 
proposed for the reform of the jttdi 
clary. 
T hat is a recall of decisions. 
Bv this method w hen a suprem e court 
has found a lew* intended to securt 
public benefit to be invalid because it 
in frin g e s sonic constitutional 
lim ita­ 
tion the decision is to be subm itted t< 
a vote of the qualified electors, and il 
a 
m ajority of them differ with tin 
court and reverse the decision the law 
is to be regarded and enforced as valid 
an d constitutional.

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MORE C H E A P M EA T DISHES. 


Buy spare ribs and place a goo4 
stuffing on one and cover with the oth­ 
er, surround with pot at w a and onions, 
basting all frequently while roasting. 
Serve with vegetables as a garnish 
Spare ribs with apple 
and 
bread 
crumbs is another change from the or­ 
dinary. 
Place the ribs in a pan, cover 
with a layer of sliced apple and then 
a sprinkling of crumbs, and bake aa 
usual. 
Chili Con Carni.— Boil a pound of 
lean beef until tender, then remove 
from the broth in which it was boiled 
and chop in small pieces. 
Put back 
into the broth with half a pound of 
kidney beans which have been cooked 
until tender; add to these a quart of 
canned tomatoes, a bit of garlic and a 
red pepper. 
Cook for twenty minutes 
and season with salt, and serve. Tho 
pretty green French beans are an ad­ 
dition to this dish if they are obtain­ 
able. 
Flank Steak.— Take one and a quar­ 
ter pounds of flank steak, slash with 
a sharp knife on both 
sides 
and 
sprinkle with salt, pepper and flour, 
and a half teaspoonful of curry pow­ 
der. 
Pound these 
-seasonings 
wed 
into the meat and then put into a hot 
frying pan with a tablespoonful of 
butter and lard. 
Add two cups of 
water, cover and simmer slowly for 
an hour, adding more w.uer, lf seeded. 
The meat will be tender and juicy 
and the gravy rich and brown. 
A delicious sauce to serve 
w 
steak is: 
Creole Sauce.-—Slice fine two modi 
um-sized onions, two green peppers, 
two ounces of lean ham and a clove 
of garlic. 
Fry five minutes, thtn add 
half a can of tomatoes, 
two 
bay 
leaves, four cloves and eight allspice. 
Let com© to a boil and thicken slight­ 
ly with cornstarch, cook until smooth, 
add a dash of red pepper or a fresh 
one finely chopped 
Mushrooms may 
be added if wanted for an extra occa 
skin.
